It is quite an 
undertaking and It Is not known 
whether the plan Is feasible or not, but 
it will be at least attempted.

there been started and projected new 
factories greater in number than those 
-which were previously in existence, 
tout these have all been of larger ton- 
nage and they will afford more than 
double acreage for the farmers of the 
-vicinage. 


California leads all the rest in ton- 


nage expected to be "brought Into pro- 
ducing during the campaign of 1899. 
With the great Salinas factory, which 
•will exceed in size any other in the 
country and" almost take in any two 
tO. its competitors; the Pacific Beet- 
sngar Company at Oxnard, Ventura 
county, and the Union Sugar company 
at Santa Maria, Santa Barbara coun- 
ty, the new construction in the Pacific 
State will almost reach that of all other 
States of the country. 


In this -connection it is interesting to 


show first the factories which existed 
before the Dingley bill or were in con- 
struction at that time and those which 
have been brought into existence since 
its enactment into law. The following 
California 
factories were producin

Nebraska ranked next to California 


with two factories, as follows: Grand 
Island, 400 tons; Norfolk, 350 tons. 
In the other States ttte factories wete 
is follows: Rome, N. Y<, and Bing- 
namton, N. Y., 350 tons each; Utah, 
two factories, 350 tons each; Oregon, 
one factory- with a capacity of 300 
tons; Pecos Valley, N. M., 150 tons; 
Minnesota, one factory, 400 tons; Wis- 
consin, one factory, 300 tons. 


The new factories will greatly exceed 


these, and that in the face of the dire 
predictions of the men in the American 
Beet Sugar 
Producers' Association, 


who fought the annexation of Hawaii 
bitterly. The argument which they 
made at that time has been shown to 
be fallacious, as they now look to the 
aid of the Hawalians to keep up the 
price of sugar and to shut the Cuban 
and Philippine sugar out of the coun- 
try, and, instead of a foe, they admit 
that they have an ally. Meantime the 
prices which will be paid to producers 
tor their beets will be not less than 
that paid under the old conditions, for 
the rate as announced is to be $4.50 
per tons for beets on the usual basis 
of sugar, with such premiums for rich- 
ness as have been paid in the past. 


California leads In the construction 


of new factories, not only in size, bu 
is tied in number. Michigan alone h.is 
as many new ones, three, while one 
the most in any other state. Salinas 
leads all the rest in size, as that fac 
tory will eat up 3000 tons of beets dai!> 
for sixty days or more, which means 
that there must be cultivated some 
thing over 10,000 acres of beets to trip 
ply this great factory. At Oxnard

NEW YORK, June 13-—A Sun i cable 


from Manila, dated June 13th, says: 
This afternoon the advance in the di- 
rection of Bakoor was resumed and it 
developed into what tamed out to be 
the hardest flght since the'outbreak of 
hostilities with the Filipinos. As told 
to Gen., Otis by Gen. Pip .del Pilar's 
secretary, who deserted from the in- 
surgents a: few.-days ago, the-.bridge 
across the Zapote river was selected by 
the rebels as a point at which they 
would attempt to prevent any further 
advance of the American forces. It 
was here that the natives during the 
rebellion against Spain destroyed an 
entire Spanish battalion of 800 men, 
and this afternoon they made a most 
determined stand, but were not able to 
hold their position. Our troops went 
forward with rushes, cheering as they 
went ahead under heavy fire. 


A morning's reconnoissance had dfc 


termined accurately the enemy's posi- 
tion and consequently the American 
troops were employed to the best ad- 
vantage. Early in the afternoon 
a 


battalion of the Ninth regular Infantry 
attempted to re-enforce companies of 
the Twenty-first infantry, who were 
holding their own against largely su- 
perior numerical force between the 
road from Los Pinas to Bakoor and; 
Manila bay. The attempt was rendered 
fruitless, however, by the tide, which 
in rising had so flooded the mud flats 
and swamps that it was impossible for 
the men of the Ninth to cross them. • 


The main work was the direct attack 


on the bridge. 
The rebels had dug 


enormous.trenches along the Bakoor 
side of the river and had burned the 
planking in the middle of the bridge to 
prevent the Americans from charging 
across and taking their positions. The 
Americans pushed steadily forward un- 
til they reached the bank of the river. 
Then Kenly took his mountain 
guns 


right up to" the approach of the bridge 
and poured a, heavy fire into the 
trenches. Our men were so close fb tn« 
enemyr.that they could see their heads 
above the earthworks. 


After the fighting was over Gen. 


Lawton said that it was more like war 
than anything he had seen since he had 
been in the Philippines. 
The Ameri- 


can troops will rest tonight along the 
river and will probably advance on Ba- 
koor tomorrow. The casualties on our 
side today were five killed or mortally 
wounded and about twenty wounded, 
including three ofilcers. Gen. Wheaton 
was seriously hurt by falling from his 
horse. Gen. Overshine commanded 
the attack on the bridge. Gen. Law- 
ton personally directed the movement. 
The latter was a conspicuous mark for 
the enemy. 
All the afternoon the guns of the 


fleet kept up a heavy shelling of the 
woods ahead of Lawton's advance. En- 
sign Davis of the Helena came ashore 
with a Colt rapid-fire gun and saw 
lively service. He captured a Filipino 
cannon, which had been placed below 
the bridge, and found a supply of can-

Mercy, one doesn't often see human 
hulks like Mm.

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THE" ASIATIC ASD THE NEGRO, 


To the thinking men of these Isl- 


fandE, as well as to the thinking men 
of the Southern States of America, 
the problem of dealing w ith the dark- 
er races will be the one absorbing 
problem of the future. That problem 
no longer in either section involves 
revolution by arms, but it does in- 
Tolve social revolution. In the Soutn- 
land the problem is in the hands of 
the whites, who are numerically su- 
perior to the resident darker race, 
but in these Islands, it is to be 
solved 
by a small 
minority of 


the dominant class. 
But we are 


in a transition 
state. 
Although 


the Asiatic population vastly outnum- 
bers the whites, it ihas not become a 
settled population. It comes and goes. 
The laborers, as a rule, hare no 
homes, and It is not in the interests of 
the sa»ar industry, as the men who 
control that industry seem to believe, 
that its laborers should have wives 
and children. Homes and wives and 
children are expensive luxuries, and 
if the laborers are permitted to have 
them, there is at once a blow at divi- 
dends. 


But economic laws care nothing for 


business views, and may dispose of all 
of these laborers in some unexpected 
way. 


In another column is reprinted from 


the Southern Workman an article on 
the history of the negro race in Vir- 
ginia, by a negro, Professor E. D. Du 
Bols, of the Atlanta University. It 
treats briefly t>f the slave trade, and 
the introduction of slaves into the 
United States, in such an impartial 
manner that it almost creates a 'his- 
torical event. 
Instead of exhibiting 


anger at the treatment of the slaves, 
he presents the features of slavery 
which benefited the negro as well as 
those that did not. 


But h« presents the question clear- 


ly: What shall be the political and so- 
cial relation of the freedmen to the 
fend of their residence' _ 


This is the very question that must 


be asked here: What shall be the re- 
lation of those laborers to the land of 
their adoption? 


In contrasting the problem of the 


negro in America and the Asiatic 
problem, or the Portuguese prob- 
lem in these Islands, the races in- 
volved in the problem on both sides 
show at once ihow much more compli- 
cated the problem is here than it is 
over there 
Excluding a percentage 


ol able, industrious negroes, capable 
of taking rank with the foremost men 
of other races, the remainder are at 
the mercy of the organizing power of 
the whites. But, in these Islands, the 
organizing power of the Asiatics has 
not been tested 
That it is efficient 


and far above that of the negro we 
are certain. 
That it can overmatch 


the organizing power of the Anglo- 
Saxons in commercial enterprises has 
not been determined. It is admitted 
that the China Merchants' Steam- 
ship Company, with an ownership of 
seventy vessels, has developed a high 
order of power 
Those who know the 


Japanese declare that they have great 
gifts in the way of combinations 


As the power to organize and exe- 


cute is the strongest gift possessed by 
man, it appears that in dealing with 
the problem here is a much more se- 
rious affair than in dealing with the 
problem on the Mainland.

Board of Health has been excellent. 
Even if the case were not one of the 
plague, the Board cannot take any 
unreasonable risks. The members of 
the Board are now becoming vacerana 
in the warfare against dangerous dis- 
eases, and do not lose their heads. As 
trustees for the preservation of the 
public health they must; be somewhat 
overcautious, but must also see to it 
that travel is not unduly interrupted. 


The best tribute to the efficiency of 


the Board of Health lies in the fact 
that there has not been any symptoms 
of a panic, or even unusual excitement 
in the presence of this most fatal dis- 
ease off our port. A want of confi- 
dence in its skill or Integrity would 
iiave spread consternation in every di- 
rection. As it is, the confidence in Dr. 
Day and his associates is so strong 
that there has not been a ripple of 
apprehension, and in spite of the fact 
that we are now the most exposed 
point of the United States, we are as 
well protected as any port in the 
world is protected. 


THE LAWYERS' REQUEST. 


President McKinley will not be dis- 


posed to pay much attention to any 
jetition addressed to him by Honolulu 
awyers, asking him to consult his own 
Attorney-General about the extension 
of the Constitution to and over these 
Islands. 
The Attorney-General is a 


member of the Cabinet, in close and 
constant 
communication 
with 
the 


President. He advises the President 
verbally regarding the construction 
that should be put on constitutional 
provisions, and upon the effect of legal 
enactments. 


Whenever he delivers a written 


opinion, it is not because the Preai3 


dent requires it for his own informa- 
tion, but for the purpose of informing 
the public as to the attitude the Pres- 
dent has taken 
His opinion is that 


of the President, who is his superior 


officer 


It may be assumed that the Presi- 


dent and his Cabinet have fully con- 
sidered the relation of the Constitu- 
tion to these Islands. He has adopted 
a policy based upon that considera- 
tion. It looks like a piece of imper- 
tinence for any body of men to ask 
the President to consult his subordi- 
nate about the relations of the Consti- 
:ution to this territory, for the Attor- 
ney-General only expresses the Presi- 
dent's views. 


A request bj a few lawyers^ asking

Col. Waring used to tell the story of 


his visit to a town In North Carolina, 
where he found the drinking water 
generally bad and malarial disease* 
common. He said to a merchant in 
the town: "I see a fine stream of wa-v 
cer not over half a mile from this 
town. Why don't your people tap it 
and bring pure waiter to your homes' 
It won't cost much to do it." "Well 
I reckon," said the merchant, "it 
ought to be done by somebody. We're 
all turning yellow here. 
I reckon 


somebody'll come along and do it for 
us some day." "But you are losfng 
health and comfort all the time," eaid 
the Colonel. "I reckon," said the mer- 
chant, "this community ain't built for 
comfort. It's built for the fever, and 
I sell 'em quinine. 'More money in it 
than in water." 


The absence of a local supply, of 


fruit in these Islands suggests that 
this community takes the same view 
about comfort and health. 


K was thoroughly proven many 


years ago, that excellent peaches may 
>e grown here. Instead of cultivating 
them so as tc obtain a large and cheap 
supply, we Import our peaohes from 
California and make them a luxury 
rather than a common food. 


In Spreckelsville, and in Pala, Maul, 


there was lately seen the unusual 
spectacle of a Portuguese peddler, 
with his wagon loaded with baskets 
of large, ripe, luscious peaches. These 
he sold at fifty cents per basket, which 
Is about the price of peaches on the 
Mainland. The quality of this fruit 
ettled any doubt about the capacity 
of the soil and climate. Capt Makee 
made the proof of this "at Ulupalakua 
many years ago. 


The fruit raisers complain of the 


high freight rates, which, they say, 
deprives them of profit, and discour- 
ages enterprise. It is said that the 
cost of transportation is higher than 
t is fiom San Francisco to this port. 
Such a rate may be excessive or dt 
may be moderate. 
The Central Pa- 


ific Company carries a box of oranges 
by rail for 3000 miles at a cost of 70 
jents. 
Nearly the same charge is 


made for only water transportation of 
eighty miles in these Islands. 
These 


acts do not justify a demand for cor- 
espondmg rates. 
The Inter-Island 


steamers would undoubtedly reduce 
heir freight rates provided the offer 


freight was largely increased. But 


t is in the power of the navigation 
xnnpanies to encourage the fruit and 
egetable trade of the other islands, 
ust as the American railways have 
developed the same traffic between the. 
Southern . and Northern States by 
empting the Southern farmers, with 
heap rates, to raise produce, so that, 
at the present time a box of oranges 
s transpqrted over 1000 miles at a 
barge of 25 cents. 
We have the fruits and vegetables of 
he temperate zone at a stone's throw 
rom our own doors, and at any altl- 
ude, but the cost of taking them the 
distance of the stone's throw is exces- 
ive.

Congress to the railways and do many 


ithfer, things which the men of higher 
dncation often decline to do, 
Mr. Huntington has1 always, it is 


well known, taken rather 
extreme 


views on the matter of education. He 
s a believer in a useful education. He 
would require, if he had the power to 
o so, that every young man and wo- 
man was carefully instructed in the 
art pf making a living. He was one 
f those who quickly endorsed 
the 


planr of giving the young negroes an 
ndustrial education, and gave consid- 
rabk sums for that purpose. He is a 
teadfast friend of the theory of edu- 
cating the young to increase 
their 


wants, and of educating them in 
the 


wayg of supplying their wants. 
He 


believes that much time is wasted in 
jettiflg educations That need not be 
isputed 
So there is much time wast- 


d in trying to make money. Mr. 
Hundngton knows that too. One error 
s as Unfortunate as the other. 


Mr, Huntington likes to see "success- 
or men, that is, men who have large 
bank accounts. But he does not seem 
o recognize the fact that the bank ac- 
r-ount" fixes the man's character, just 
as the Indian satimated the

CONFIRMATORY. 


Beet Sugar Interest and Trust Fa- 


vorable to Hawaii. 


(The Financial Letter, S. F., June 9.) 


The full and permanent protection 


of Hawaiian sugars against semi-do- 
mestic" productions, as well as against 
foreign competition, is completely as- 
sured. Private and reliable advices 
from the East say that the beet sugar 
interests habe been semi-offlclally in- 
formed of this fact, and in consequence 
will make no ettort at the coming ses- 
sion of Congress to have a duty im- 
posed on Hawaiian sugars. In the 
case of those of Puerto Rico, Cuba and 
the Philippines, however, tariffs will 
be Imposed In the protection of the 
beet sugar 
industry. A measure to 


that end will be Introduced In Con- 
gress and will have the support of the 
Secretary of Agriculture. These are 
either conquered or militarily occu- 
pied territories, and the Government 
has full discretion in the premises. It 
is different in the case of the Hawaii- 
an Islands. They were not only an- 
nexed by treaty between the former 
Government of those Islands' and the 
United States, which treaty was rati- 
fied by Congress, but the 
document 


contained a clause restricting future 
legislation by Congress in respect to 
Hawaii To tbe government of tbo*e 
Islands 
In other words legislation la 


confined <o matters relating to tbeir 
Interior Rovernme-ni, and it is not in 
the power of tbe American Govern-,

Virtual Abandonment 


Progrese of PeaCo Confereno*. 


The Drafting Committee. 


THE HAGUE, June 9.—The peace 


Conference today entered upon Its 
most important stage when the draft- 
ing committee of the third .section, 
took up arbitration. According to a 
foreign delegate, the American -scheme 
does not seem to have obtained the 
support of many of the delegates. The 
Americans, it is added, have realized 
this, and 'have virtually abandoned the 
idea of pressing its adoption, and, 
therefore, it^may be considered virtu- 
ally abandoned, or, at moat it will 
only furnish material 
for a few 


amendments, which will be submitted 
during the debate. 


The Russian project is still kept ab- 


solutely secret. M. de Staal, head oi 
the. Russian delegation, and president 
of the conference, has 
voluntarily, 


withdrawn all claims to priority in 
favor of the British scheme. The Rus? 
slan scheme will not be pressed and 
the other part will be incorporated, 
with the British proposal in a definite 
scheme. The proposal of Sir Julian 
Pauncefotet head of the British dele- 
gation, has the advantage of not sad- 
dling the powers with the- expenses of 
a permanent sitting tribunal, especial 
ly as the latter would have nothing to 
do during the greater part of the year,; 
and the adoption of this scheme, with 
modifications, is considered certain. 
An appendix relating to organization 
In the Russian scheme of an arbitra^ 
tion tribunal proposes that the CODT> 
ference appoint five powers, which, 
when a request for arbitration Js 
made, will each name a judge, who- 
will form the tribunal. 


The drafting committee was In ses- 


sion for three hours, although not a 
single conclusion was reached, with 
the exception of the acceptance df the 
British scheme as to the basis upon 
which to discuss the estimate of, a- 
tribunal of arbitration. After the ses- 
sion most of the members telegraphed, 
their respective Governments, indicat- 
ing that the discussion showed the ne- 
cessity of having their inetructions; 
amplified. 


It is understood that several of the 


delegates of the smaller powers ex- 
pressed a wish that the permanence of 
the tribunal might be made more ef- 
fective, and even moved amendments 
in this sense. The great powers, how- 
ever, think it impossible, it Is said, to 
go beyond Sir Julian Pauncefote's pro- 
posals.

The disbarment proceedings against 


Attorney General Cooper were contin- 
ued in the Supreme Court throughout 
yesterday. A number of witnesses 
were put on during the day, and after 
a short argument by counsel the case 
was submitted to the court 


The courtroom was crowded to the 


limit during the progress of the trial. 
The legal fraternity was well repre- 
sented. Nearly every lawyer In 
the 


city was present at some time or an- 
other, and some stayed continuously. 
The case has attracted more attention 
than anything that has come up before 
the bar for some time. The reason 
was that disbarment proceedings are 
rare in Hawaii, and the fact that the 
respondent was a high Government of- 
ficial added to the interest. 


The questioning for the petitioner 


A. S. Humphreys, was conducted by J 
B. McClanahan. Back of him sat bis 
client, who occasionally would lean 
forward and give suggestions to his 
attorney. W. O. Smith handled 
the 


case for Mr. Cooper, who also would 
off and on consult with his counsel. 


The first witness was Attorney Hum- 


phreys, the petitioner, whose evidence 
was substantially the same as has al- 
ready been given in his petition. On 
cross examination the witness testified 
that to had inspired certain articles 
which had appeared in the local press, 
but that he had nothing to do with 
what had appeared in the San Fran- 
cisco papers. 


A. L. C. Atkinson, who was assistant 


In the Attorney General's-office at the 
time when the assault and battery 
case, out of which the present proceed- 
ings had arisen, was tried in the Po- 
lice court, was the next witness, 
evidence coincided with that of 
Humphreys. 


Marshal Brown testified regarding 


conversations that had taken place be- 
tween himself and the Attorney Gen- 
eral concerning the assault and battery 
case. 
The first witness of the afternoon 


was Attorney Weber, who now occu- 
pies the position in the Attorney Gen- 
eraT's office which was formerly held 
by A. L. C. Atkinson. He testified as 
to the part he had played in the tax 
case mentioned above. His story was 
plain and direct, and the heavy fire of 
cross examination did him no harm 


Attorney General Cooper was next

Abstract of a series of lectures deliv- 


ered by 'W. E. Burghardt du Bois, 
Ph. D., of "Atlanta University: 
In introducing bis subject to His au- 


dience. Dr. Du Bois said that bis aim 
was not so much to add to their his- 
' torieal knowledge as to place the his- 
tory of the American Negro in its 
proper relations to the history of the 
modern world, ^nd> to «how how" it is 
that today a new nation stands on the 
threshold of the twentieth century. 
His object -wos threefold; first, he de- 
sired to explain bow the African race 
came to leave its fatherland; second, 
to (follow tbe transplanted Negro to 
the West Indies, :and there study lihe 
effect upon him of the low colonial 
civilization of Europe; and third, to 
investigate his condition In. the period 
of "serfdom" which has succeeded 
emancipation, and to inquire in re- 
gard to his ultimate destiny. 


In tracing llie causes wWch. led to 


the beginning of the African slave 
trade, the lecturer painted a vivid pic- 
ture of the Renaissance in Europe— 
the transformation of the sloth and 
ignorance of the dark ages into the 
vigor and intense activity of the fif- 
teenth and sixteenth centuries. This 
awakening did not, however, affect the 
lower classes of the people, but, leav- 
ing them in the darkness of virtual 
slavery, gave rise to an age of mighty 
leaders—"an, age .championed not by 
the masses, but by kings and heroes.' 
It was but natural, therefore, tha 
Prince Henry, the Navigator, moved 
by the new spirit of adventure, should 
wish to explore the mysterious conti- 
nent of Africa; and penetrating into 
this "massive walled fortress" which, 
had for centuries, through its natural 
barriers, closed its doors' to ths civil 
ization of the world, should open thi 
way to the inauguration of the slav- 
trade, that terrible curse of modern 
life—"the heart disease of Africa." 


Although slavery existed among- the 


primitive Negro tribes, .it -was of 
mild and easy^type, and the captive 
could rise toltall citizenship in the 
tribe of his adoption. Far differeu 
from this was t&at slavery under _for 
elgn coasters, which had its small be- 
ginning in 1442, when ten Negro slaves 
and some gold duet were given, to th 
Portuguese as a ransom for captured 
Moors. One result of the traffic thu 
begun by the Arabs was the utter ex 
termination of numerous prosperous 
and half-civilized tribes in the interlo 
of Africa; for tne new-found power o 
gold as a medium of exchange, excit 
ing the cupidity of men, caused a eon 
tinuous demand for cheap laborers t 
work *ae gold mines in the Eldorado 
beyond the seas, and firmly establish 
ed the slave trade as a part of th 
world's commerce. The annual levy o 
Negroes for the mines in Hayti, Cuba 
Jamaica and Porto Rico soon reachec 
4000, and rapidly increased during th 
sixteenth-century, when the Dutch ani 
English ruled the seas, until, in tii 
last two decades of the seventeenth 
century, "300,000 slaves were shippet 
to America; and between 1700 an 
1786, 
600,000 were sent to the_one Isl 


and of Jamaica, and 2,000,000 more t 
America, In 1791 they -were beini 
poured into the new continent at th 
rate of 60,000 a year. On the coast o 
Africa stood forty slave pens for tb 
human cattle, across the blue water o 
the Atlantic two hundred and fifty 
ships hurried every year

They were divided 
into families, several, of which, bound 
Together by blood relationship, form- 
ed a clan, which was ruled by a chief- 
tain, Although polygamy, was univer- 
sal; family ties were sacred and pros- 
titution was unknown. The slave 
trade of the sixteenth century, by its 
system of promiscuous herding, de- 
stroyed every vestige of this tribal 
and clan life, deprived the women of 
all protection, caused parental 
au- 


thority to disappear, and all forms of 
lawlessness to abound. On the other 
hand the effect on the masters was 
equally disastrous, ~and "the system 
of human slavery in the Weflt Indies 
put a check on civilization there from 
which those islands have never recov- 
ered."

Owing, however, to ten 
existence of a persistently stimulated 
slave trade, and to the growth of ideas 
of freedom and Jmmantty in Europe 
which decreased the number of white 
servants,- "the

found in America a. system of legally 
fortified slavery, based on color and 
race, rather than on condition." But 
in the Southern States the feudal idea 
continued in a form-adapted to more 
democratic conditions, the tendency 
being to make the slave a member o 
the family group. Slavery was at this 
time, especially in Virginia, "a sohoo 
in civilization and manners, a train- 
Ing in politics and social intercourse 
and <a strong protection from withou 
to-the weak. Its two fatal weaknesses 
were the lax marriage morals, and its 
failure to provide any mode of escape 
from the lowest position for the tal 
ented and deserving.' 


While this picture of slavery is one 


to which the whites look back with 
pride and longing and the blacks with 
a sense of loss, there yet began to be 
found in some parts of the United 
States a distinct opposition to slavery 
on humanitarian*grounds, and an Ac 
of Congress was passed in 1808 which, 
provided- for the national suppression 
of the slave trade. The continued ex 
istence of a state of slavery was, nev 
ertheleas, too great a temptation for 
the traders to withstand, especially 
when it was strengthened by tbe grea 
industrial revolution 
which 
swept 


over the country, making cotton king 
and demanding cheap labor. Firs 
came the resort to interstate 
traffic, 


with ita attendant horrors of the anc 
tfon block and the whipping post, and 
finally the reopening of the African 
slave trade-, which resulted dn an in 
crease in the exportation of American 
cotton from 1300 bales In 1780 tc 
3,330,000 at the time of the secession 
This last etep was, however, an af 
front to the conscience of tbe world 
"No dream of empire can succeed in 
the face of the moral sense of the civ 
ilized world; no system of human la 
bor can be long maintained in the face 
of modern ideas of ordinary right 
justice, and decency." Economic de 
cline followed; it grew clearer and 
clearer that slave labor did not paj 
even under the most favorable circum 
stances; the soil became exhausted by 
extravagant methods of farming; law 
leasnesB'and disorder increased; and 
war followed, bringing in its train tb 
emancipation of the slave. 


The period of "serfdom" include 


the years since emancipation, the con 
ditlon of the American Negro bcinr 
not one of real freedom, but a state 
Intermediate between slavery and fu! 
cltirenship. "The central problem o 
this period is, what shall be tbe polit 
leal and eocJaJ relation of the freed 
men to the tend of their adoption?
